RESERVE BANK OF INDIA PENSION REGDLATTONS, 

1990 

In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (j) of sub¬ 
section (2) of Section 5f! of th* Reserve Bank Of India 
Act. 1934 (2 of 1934), the Central Board of the Raaerv* 
Bank of India, with the previous sanction of th* Central 
Government, hereby make the following Regulations ; 

CHAPTER I 
PRELIMINARY 

1; Short title anil commencement 

(1) These Regulations may be called th* Roserv* Bank 
of India Pension Regulations, 1990. 

(2) They shall come into fore* on the Ist November 199#. 
2. Definitions 

la these Regulations, unless the oontext otherwis* re¬ 
quires ;— 

(1) ‘Apt’ means the Reserve Bank of India Aet, 1934 (2 
•f 1934): 

(2) ‘Average Emoluments’ mMUs d?* av*t,age of pav 
drawn by an employee during the last 10 montksof hit 
seeviee; 

(3) 'Bank’ means the Reserve Bank of iRdia; 

(4) ‘Central Board' .JBtailBS th* Ceitial |oard M Dire*- 
tors ©f the Bank eeustituted uider th* Aet; 
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(5) ‘Competent Authority’ shall have the same meaning 
as in the Reserve Bank of India (Staff) Regulations, 1948; 

(6) ‘Date of Retirement' means the date on which an 
employee attains the age of superannuation or be is retired 
by the Bank or the date on which the employee voluntarily 
retires; 

(7) ‘Employee’ means any person employed in the sendee 
of the Bardc on full-time work or on part-time work exceed¬ 
ing thirteen hours per week but shall not include a person 
employed on contract ba.sis or on daily-wage basis; 

(8) ‘Family’ means, 

(a) wife in the case of male employee and husband 
in the case of female employee, provided the 
marriage took place before retirement of the em¬ 
ployee; 

(b) son who has not attained the age of twentyflve 
years and unmarried daughter who has not attained 
the age of twentyfivc years, including son or 
dau^ter adopted legally before retirement, but 
shall not include .son or daughter adopted after 
retirement; however, a posthumous child is entitled 
for the grant of family pension; 

(9) ‘Pay’ includes— 

(a) substantive pay, 

(b) officiating pay, 

(c) special pay, 

(d) personal pay, 

(e) spedal personal pay, 

(f) any other emoluments which may be classified as 
pay by the Central Board of the Bank; 

(10) ‘Pensioner’ means an employee eligible for pension 
under these Regulations; 

(11) ‘Qualifying service, means service renderetl while on 
duty or otherwise which shall be taken into account for the 
purpose of pension under these Regulations; 

(12) ‘Retirement* means retirement in terms of Staff 
Regulation 26 and other instnictions issued by the Bank 
under Settlements/Awards; 

(13) ‘Staff Regulations’ means the Reserve Bank of India 
(Staff) Regulations, 1948. 


CHAPTER U 

APPLICATION AND EIJGIBILITY 

3. Application 

These Regulations shall apply to 

(1) Employees who join the Bank's service on or after 
Ist November 1990. 

(2) Employees who are in the service of the Bank as on 
1st November 1990, except those employees who, within 
the period prescribed by the Bank, exercise an option in 
writing not to be governed by these Regulations. 

(3) Employees who were in service as on 1st January 
1986 (excluding those on ICiWe preparatory to retirement) 
and had retired before 1st November 1990, provided they 
exercise option to he governed by these Regulations and 
refund, within such period as may be specified, the Bank’s 
contribution to Provident Fund including interest received 
by them from the Bank together with simple interest at six 
per cent per annum from the date of withdrawal till the 
date of repayment. Pension shall be payable to them in 
accordance with Regulation 31. 

4. Eliftibility 

Pension will be payable on retirement to a full-time em¬ 
ployee and to a part-time employee, on part-time work 
exceeding thirteen bniirs per week, provided they have com¬ 
pleted a minimum service of 10 years. The requirement 
of rm'nimum service shall not be applicable for drawing 
Family Pension in the case of an employee who dies while 
in service.

5. In the matter of the application of these Regulations 
regard may be had to the corresponding provisions of the 
Civil Service Regulations or the Liberalised Pension Rules 
or the Civil Pensions (Commutation) Rules c*- the Family 
Pension Scheme for Central Government employees, as the 
case may be, of the Govenunent of India in so far as they 
can be adapted to the service in the Bank but subject to 
■such exceptions and modifications as the Bank may, from 
time to lime, determine. 


CHAPTER m 
GENERAI- CONDITIONS 


6. Pension subject to future pood conduct 

(l)(a) Future good conduct shall be an implied condition 
of every grant of pension and its continuance 
under these Regulations. 

(b) The competent authority may. by order in writing, 
withhold or withdraw a pension or a part thereof, 
whether permanently or for a specified period, if 
the pensioner is convicted of a serious crime or is 
found guilty of grave misconduct. Provided that 
where a part of pension is withheld or withdrawn, 
the amount of pension drawn by a pensioner shall 
not be less than Rs, 375/- per mensem in the 
case of a full-time employee, and proportionate 
amount thereof in relation to rate of wages appli¬ 
cable in the case of a part-time employee, 


(2) Where a pensioner is convicted of a serious crime by 
a court of law, action under sub-regulation (1) shall be 
taken in the light of the judgement of the court relating 
to such conviction. 


(3) In a case not falling under sub-regulation (2), If the 
authority referred to in sub-regulation (1) considere that 
the pensioner is prima facie guilty of grave rnisconduot, it 
shall before passing an order under sub-regulation (1), 

(a) serve upon the pensioner a notice specifying the 
action proposed to be taken against him and the 
ground on which it is proposed to be taken and 
calling upon him to submit, within fifteen days 
of the receipt of the notice or such further time 
not exceeding fifteen days as may he allowed by 
the competent authority such representation as he 
may wish to make against the proposal; and 

(b) take into consideration the representation, if any, 
submitt^ by the pensioner under clause (a). 


(4) Where the authority competent to pass an order under 
sub-regulation (1) is the Governor, the Central Board shall 
be consulted before the order is passed. 


(5) An appeal against an order under sub-regulation (1), 
Hissed bv any authoritv other than the Governor, shall he 
o the Governor and the Governor shall, m consultation 
vith the Central Board, pass such orders on the appeal as 




'. Right of the Rank to w ithhold or withdraw pension 

The competent authority may withhold or withdraw a 
icnsion or a part Ihcreof, whether T»rmanently or for a 
pecified period, and order recovery from P«nsion of the

against final retirement benefits sanctioned to him upon 
conclusion of the proceedings but no recovery shidl be made 
where the pension finally sanctioned is less than the pro¬ 
visional pension or the pension is reduced or withheld etc. 
permanently or for a specified period. 

fii) Jn such casc.s the gratuity will not be paid to such 
an employee until the conclusion of the proceedings against 
him. The gratuity will be paid to him on conclusion of 
the proceedings subject to decision of the proceedings or 
any recoveries to be cITeclcd from the employee. 

9. An employee against whom ihc departmental or judicial 
proceedings have been instituted before the date of his re¬ 
tirement or the person against whom such proceedings are 
instituted after the dale of his retirement shall no! be eligi¬ 
ble to commute a fraction of his provisional pension 
authorised under Regulation S of these Regulations, as the 
case may be, during the pendency of such proceedings. 

10. Commercial Employment on Uelircmcnt 

If a pensioner takes up any commercial employment with¬ 
out prior permission of the Bank under SlalT Regulation 37A 
or commits a breach of any condifion.s subject to which 
permission to take up any comercial employment has been 
granted lo him, it shall be competent for the Bank to declare 
by order in writing and for reason-, to be recorded therein 
that he shall not be entitled lo whole or such part of the 
pension and for such per' .i as may be specified in the 
order, provided that no order shiJl be made without giving 
the employee an opportunity of showing cause against such 
declaration. 

CHAPTER IV 

QUAMFYINO SFRVTOE 

11. Commencement of Qualifying Service 

Subject to the provision of these Regulations, qualifying 
service of an employee shall commence from the date he 
take.s ch.irge of the po.st to which he is first appointed either 
substantively or in an ofiidating or temporary capacity, pro¬ 
vided that officiating or temporary service is followed with¬ 
out interruption by substantive appointment in the ramc or 
another post. 

12. Timken period of service of less than one year 

If the period of service of an emplovcc includes boVen 
period of service of less than one year, then if such broken 
period is more than six months it shall be treated as one 
year and if such broken period is less than six months it 
shall be ignored. 

13. CourUinp of service on probation 

Service on probation against a post if followed by confir¬ 
mation In the same or another post .shall qualify. 

14. Counilnp of military service 

An employee who rendered military service before appoint¬ 
ment in the Bank may opt cither 

fa) to continue to draw the military pemrton, in which 
case his former military service shall not count as 
qualifying service; or 

(b) to cease to draw his pension and refund the pension 
already drawn on re-employment and the value 
received for the commutation of a part of military 
pension and count military service as a qualifymg 
service, provided that (i) the pension drawn prior 
to the date of appointment in the Bank shall not 
be required lo be refunded; and fii) the element of 
pension which was ignored for fixation of his pay 
shall be refunded by him. 

15. Counting of period spent on leave 

All leave during sci-vice for which leave salary is pavablc 
and all extraordinary leave granted on medical c^ifleate 
■imll count aa qualifying service, unless otherwise decided. 


Provided that in the case of extraordinary leave other than 
extraordinary leave .granted on medical certificate, the com¬ 
petent authority may, at the time of granting such leave, 
allow the period of that leave to count as qualifying service 
if .such leave is granted to an employee— 

(i) due to his inability to join or re-join duty on ac¬ 
count of civil commotion; or 

(ii) for prosecuting higher studies approved by the 
Bank. 

16. Period spent on traininfi 

Period spent by an employee on training in the Bank 
immediately before appointment shall count as qualifying 
service. 

17. Period of suspension 

Period of suspension of an employee pending enquiry shall 
count for qualifying service where on conclusion of such en¬ 
quiry he has been fully exonerated and in other cases the 
period ow suspension shall not count unless (he authority com¬ 
petent lo pass the order e.xpressly declares that it shall as 
qualifying service. 

18. Forfeiture of service on reslKualion or dismissal or 

termination 

Resignation or dismissal or termination of an employee 
from the service shall entail forfeiture of his entire past 
service and consequently shall not qualify for pension pay¬ 
ment. 

19. Period of deputation to foreign service 

An employee deputed on foreign .service to the United 
Nations or any other foreign body or organisation may at 
his option-- 

(i) pay pen.sion contribution in respect of his foreign 
service and count such service as qualifying service 
under these Regulations; or 

(ii) avail of the retirement benefit admissible under the 
niles of the foreign employer and not count such 
service as qualifying for pension under these Regu¬ 
lations, provided that where an employee opts for 
clause (ii) the pension contribution if any, paid 
by the employee shall be refunded lo him. 

20. Period of deputation to an orpanisiition in India 

Period of deputation of an employee to another organisa¬ 
tion in India will count as qualifying service provided the 
organisation or the employee pays the pensionary contribu¬ 
tions to the Bank. 

21. Period of deputation in the Reserve Bank of India 

Previous service of an employee on deputation to Reserve 
Bank from another organisation who is later absorbed in 
the Bank’s service may count as qualifying service if the 
employee to tVic Bunk, the Rmoutit of I’clirement benefils 
drawn bv him from his previous employer together with six 
per cent simple interest per annum iipto the date of payment. 

22. Leave Preparatory to Retirement 

Leave Preparatory to Retirement shall not count as auali- 
fying service and pension shall not he pavable during leave 
preparatory to retirement. Employees will have the choice 
as under ; 

(a) either to encash the entire period of accumulated 
T.cavc Preparatory to Retirement and draw pension 
from the first of the month following the date of 
superannuation itself fas Leave Preparatory to Re¬ 
tirement commences from the beginning of that 
month): or 

(b) to avail of I-cave Preparatory to Retirement for 
completed months and encash the broken penod of 
Leave Preparatory to Retirement of less than a 
month so as to draw pension from the first of the 
succeeding month. 

23 Additioml to qualifying service in special circumslarwes 

(1) At Bank’s discretion an employee shall be eligible to 
add to his service qualifying for superannuation pension (hut 
not for any other class of pension) the actual period not 
exceeding one-fourth of the length of his service or the actual 
period by which his age at the time of recruitmeot exceeded 
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29, Dearness relief on pension 


twently-five years or a period at five years, vvhichever is less 
if the service or post to which the employee is appointed is 
one— 

(a) for which posl-gradnate research, or specialist quali¬ 
fication or experience in scientific, technological or 
professional fields, is essential; and 
(.b) to which candidates of more than twenty-five years 
of age are normally recruited. 

Provided that this concession shall not be admissible to 
an employee unless his actual qualifying service at the time 
he quits the Bank’s service is not less than ten years. 

Explanation 

This concession shall not be available to an employee re¬ 
cruited in the Bank at more than twenty-five years of age 
merely on the basis of relaxation of age. 

(2) An employee who is recruited at the age of thirty-five 
years or more, may, within a period of three months from 
the date of his appointment, elect to forgo his right to pen¬ 
sion whereupon he shall bo eligible to subscribe to Contri¬ 
butory Provident Fund. 

f.l) The option referred to in sub-regulation (2) once 
exercise shall be final. 

CHAPTER V 

CLASSES OF PENSION AND CONDITIONS GOVERN¬ 
ING GRANT THEREOE 

24. Superannuation pennon 

Superannuation pension shall be grunted to an employee 
who has retired on his attaining the age of superannua¬ 
tion. Provided that pension shall not bo payable durirg 
leave preparatory to retirement. 

25. Frernature retirement pension 

Premature retirement pension shall be granted to an 
employee who is retired or voluntarily retires in advance 
of the age of superannuation ir( accordance with the 
Staff Regulations. Provided that pension shall not be 
payable during leave preparatory to retirement. 

26. Invalid pension 

(1) Invalid pension may be granted if an employee 
retires from the service on account of arly bodily or 
menial infirmity which permanently incapacitates him for 
the service, 

(2) An employee applying for an invalid pension shall sub¬ 
mit a medical certificate of incapacity from the Bank’s Medical 
Officer. 

t3) Where the Bank’s Medical Officer has declared the 
employee fit for fuither service of less laborious character 
than that which he had been doing, he shall, provided he 
is willing to be so employed, be employed on lower 
post and if there be no means of employing him even 
on a lower post, he may be admitted to invalid pension. 

27. Compassionate allowance 

(1) An employee of the Bank who is dismissed or 
terminated from service shall forfeit his pension. 

Provided that the authority competent to dismiss or 
terminate from service may, if the case is deservirjj of 
special consideration, sanction a compassionate allowance 

not exceeding two-third of pension which would have been 
otherwise admissible to him. 

(2) A compassionate allowance sanctioned under provi.so 
to sub-regulation (1) shall not be less than,/ the amount 
of Rs. 375/- per mensem in the case of a full-time 
employee, and proportionate amount thereof in relation 
to rate of wages applicable in the case of a part-time 
eihployee. 

28. Rate of pension 

The rate of basic pension will be fifty per cent of the 
average emoluments subject to a minimum of Rs. 375/- 
per mensem in the case of a full-time employee, arjd 

proportionate amount thereof in relation to rate of wages 
applicable in the case of a part-time employee. Service 
of thirty-three years will qualify for the full pension. 
In the case of an employee who has put in less than 

33 years of service, pension will be payable onil propor¬ 
tionate basis for the number of years of qualifying 

lervice. 


Dearness reliet will be granted al such rates as may 
be determined by the Bank from time to time. Dearness 
relief will be allowed on the full basic pension even after 
commutation, 

30. Commutation\ 

A pensioner may commute upto maximum of one-third 
of the pension admissible to him. Such a pensioner will 
be entitled to two-third portion of the pension. Com¬ 
muted portion of the pension will be restored after a 
period of fifteen years from the date of commutation. 
The method of commutation shall be in accordance with 
the table ei lclo.sod hereto. If commutation is sought 
after one year of the date of retirement, it will be 
granted only .after medical examination, by the Bank’s 
Medical Ofticer. 

31. Payment of pension to employees who retired between 
lit January 1986 and 3 Ut October 1990 

Employees who have retired from the Bank’s service on 
or after 1st January 1986 and before 1st November 1990 
shall be eligible lor pension from Ist November 1990, 
or after expiry of leave preparatory to retirement subject 
to Regulation 22. The payment of pension shall be 
subject to their refunding Bank’s contribution to Provident 
Fund including interest received by them from the Bank, 
together with simple interest at the rate of six per cent 
per annum from the date of withdrawal till the date 
of repayment. Such employees will be permitted to 
commute then pension also with effect from 1st Novem¬ 
ber 1990, after due medical examination. 

CHAPTER VI 
EAMILY PENSION 

32. lainily Pension 

(ll Without prejudice to the provisions contained in sub¬ 
regulation (.3), where an employee dies :— 

(a) after completion of one year of continuous service; or 

tail/ befoie completion oi one year of continuous service 
provided the deceased employee concerned imme¬ 
diately prior to his appointment to the service or 
post was exammed by the Baiik’s Medical Officer and 
declared fit for employment; or 

fbj aftci retirement from service and was on the date of 
death in receipt of a pension, or compassionate 
allowance. 

the family ot the deceased shall be entitled to Family Pension. 
Explanation 

Ihc expression ‘one year ol continuous service’ wherever it 
occurs in this rule shall be construed to include ‘les.s than one 
year ot continuous service’ as defined in clause (aaj. 

(.2/ The amount oi family pension shall be fixed at monthly 
rales and be expressed in whole rupees and where the family 
pension contains a tiaction of a rupee, it shall be rounded 
oil to the next higher rupee; 

provided thai in no ease a lamily pension in excess of the 
maximum shall be allowed. 

(3) Where at the time oi death the employee has completed 
7 years of continuous service, tamily pension may be paid 
at 50% oi pay last drawn or twice the ordinary rate of family 
pension, whichever is less, provided the employee was not 
covered by the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 1923. In case 
the employee was covered by the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act, 1923, the family pension should be 50% of the pay last 
dravvn or 11 times of the ordinary rate of family pension 
whichever is les.s. The pension at this higher rate is payable 
far a period of 7 years or till the deceased employee would 
have attained the age of 65 years had he survived, whichever 
is less. 

(4) In the event of death after retirement, the family pen¬ 
sion at twice the ordinary latc of family lieniion or ® 50% 
of the pay last drawn, whichever is less, shall be payable from 
the date following the date of death for a period of 7 ytar* 
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or tm the deceased employee would have attained the age of 
65 years, whichever is less, provided that the amount of 
enhanced family pension as above shall not exceed the normal 
pension admissible on retirement. 

(5) The ordinary rate of family pension wiU be as under : 


Pay Range 

Rate of family pension per 
mensem 

Upto Rs. 1500/- 

30% of pay, subject to a mini¬ 
mum of Rs. 375/- p.m. 

Rs. 1501/- to Rs. 3000/- 

20 % of pay, subject to a mini¬ 
mum ot Ks, 450/- p.m. 

Above Rs. 3000/- 

15 % ot pay, subject to a mini¬ 
mum ot Ks. 600/- p.m. and 
maximum of Rs. 1250/- p.m. 


Explanation 

In the case of a part-time employee the minimum and 
maximum amounts ot family pension shall be m proportion 
to the rate of wages applicable. 

(6) The period for which family pension is payable shall 
be as follows :— 

tal in the case of a widow or widower, upto the date of 
death or remarriage, whichever is earlier; 

(b) in the case of a son, until he starts earning or he 
attains the age of twenty-live years, wliichevcr is 
earlier; and 


(cl in the case of an unmarried daughter, until she starts 
eartung or she attams the age ot twenty-five years or 
until she gets married, whichever is earliest. 

Provided that if the son or daughter of an employee is 
suiiermg from any disorder or disamhty of mmd or is physi- 
ctuiy cnppiea or disabled so as to render him or her unable 
to earn a living, the tanuly pension shall be payable to such 
son or oaugnier for life m accordance with the instructions 
issued m tnis regard by the dank.

PROVISIONS OF THE MASTER EQUITY PLAN-1991 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 19(1)- 
(8)(c) of the Unit Trust of India Act, 1963, the Board 
of Trustees of the Unit Trust of India hereby make the 
following Plan : 

This Plan shall be called “Master Equity Plan 1991" 
and shall come into force from 15th February, 
1991. 

The Plan shall be applicable lo units issued under 
the Equity Linked Savings Unit Schome-1991 and/ 
or uudci' any other scheme which the Trust may 
make hereafter and to which it may make the 
Plan applicable. 

Introduction 

Section 80CCB of the Income Tax Act 1961 which 
was inserted by the Finance Act of 1990 provides that 
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where an investment is made in units of any Mutual Fur)i 
specified under clause 23(D) of section 10 of the Income 
Tax Act 1961 or of the Unit Trust of India Act 1963 (52 
of 1963) under any Plan formulated in accordance with 
such scheme as the Get Iral Govt, may by notification in 
the Official Gazette specify in this bchidf the assessec 
shall in accordance with, and subject to the provisions 
of the said section be allowed a deduction in the compu¬ 
tation of his total income upto Rs. 10,000/- only. 

This Plan has been formulated pursuant to Section 
80CCB of the Income Tax Act 1961 ard in accordance 
with the Equity Linked Savings Unit Scheme 1991 and 
the scheme specified by the Central Government by 
notification in the official Gazette. 

(1) Eligibility for Participation 

As assesses being — 

(a) a resident adult individual singly. Or 

(b) a parent, step parent or other lawful guardian 
on! behalf of a resident miner, 

(c) a Hindu undivided family, or 

(d) an association of persons or a body of individuals 

consisting, in either case, only of hu.sband and 
wife governed by the system of community of 
property in force in the state of Goa and the 

Unton Territories of Dadra arjd Nagar Havell 

and Daman and Diu. 

An adult being a parent, step parent or other lawful 
guard'an of a minor may apply for units and deal with 
them in accordance with and to the extent provided in 
subsection (2A) of Section 21 of the Act and in this 
Plan, Such adult while applying for the units shall 
furnish to the Trust In such manner as may be specified 
proof of age of the minor and his own capacity to hold 
and deal with units on behalf of the minor. 

Provided that the Trust shall be entitled to act on the 

statements made by such adult in the application form 

without any further proof. 

Any assessee as described above or an applicant as 
defined under the scheme is hereinafter referred to as 
“member”. 

(2) Offer 

Each intending member under the Plan can apply for 
units during the period 15th February, 1991 to Slst 
March, 1991, TTie face value of uni<s is Rs. 10/- per 
unit. The minimum number of units a member can 
apply for shall be 50 units aggregating Rs. 500, luvest- 
ments may be made not more than 4 times a year 
subject to the minimum limit and shaU be in multiples 
of 50 units. 

(3) Payment 

(a) The payment made for the units apnlled for by 
a member shill be made along with the application In 
cash, cheque or draft. Cheque and drafts should be 
drawn on branches of banks within the city where the 
office at which the application is tendered is situated 
and be crossed A/c Payee only. If the payment i,s made 
by cheque, the acceptance date will subiect to such 
cheque being realised be the date on which the cheque 
is received hy an an office of the Tnist or a designated 
branch of a bank.

membership no. Iil all his correspondence with the Trust, 
a member shall quote his membership number. 

fd) No unit certificate shall be issued to a member 
with tc.spect to units acquired under the Plau. 

(4) Allotment of units 

Units will be allotted n.s on 31st March, 1991. 

(5) Lock in period 

The investment m.ade by a member under the Plan 

wUl bo required to be kept for a minimum period of 

4 years from the date of allotment of units. This three 
year period is called the Lock-in-period. No re¬ 

purchase of uiiits will bo allowed during this three 
year period. However, in the event of the death of the 

member the legal heirs or the nominee/s registered in the 

books of the Trust under the Plan shall be able to 

repurchase the units standing to the credit of the 

deceased only after the completion of one year from the 
date of allotment of units to the member. 

After the said period of one year and on completion 
of all formahtios iri connection therewitn the legal 
heirs/nominee shall be paid the repurchase proceeds of 
the units standing to the credit of the deceased member 
at the repurchase price announced by the Trust. 

(6) Repurchase 

The Trust shall announce the repurchase price one 
year after the date of allotment of units and thereafter 
on a half yearly basis. 

After the period of three years from the date of 
allotment of units wherl the repurchase of units would 
commence the Trust shall declare a repurchase price on 

the first of every month on the basis provided in the 
Scheme or as frequently as may be decided upon. 

There will be no repurchase in the month of June 
when the Register of the members is closed for purposes 
of accounts. 

Repurchases shall not be made more than four times in 
a year ar(d shall be repurchased at the repurchase price 
prevailing on the date the units are tendered for re¬ 
purchase. 

(7) Transfer 

Units acquired under the Plan shaU not be transferred 
assigned or pledged. 

In the event of the division and/or disintegration of a 
unit holding HUP, AOP, BOI during the lock in period 
or thereafter but before the termination of the Scheme, 
nothing contained hereinabove shaU be a bar to the 
applicability for the relevant law with respect to the 
said division or disintegration except otherwise spedfl- 
cally agreed to or stated and which are not contrary to 
the said law, if any. The distribution of their Income 
and the divisior) of the unit among the members of 
HUF, AOP, BOI shall always be governed by the relevant 
law, if any, in force from time to time.
